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ABOUT  BAPTIST  SCHOOLS 

On  the  26th  Inst.  I  delivered  an  address  be¬ 
fore  3,600  people  at  Carnegie  Hall.  This  was 
a  meeting  held  under  the  auspices  of  Old  Tent 
Evangelical  Association,  of  which  I  am  presi¬ 
dent,  the  subject  for  the  evening  being  “Re¬ 
ligious  Education  In  America — Its  Needs  and 
Perils."  Honorable  William  Jennings  Bryan  was 
the  principal  speaker. 

I  believe  that  Baptists  are  vitally  Interested 
in  this  problem,  and  I  beg  to  offer  the  follow 
ing  suggestions: 

First:  that  the  Baptist  slate  papers  advocate 
laws  making  the  reading  of  the  Bible  In  the 
public  schoo’e  compulsory. 

Second:  that  Baptists  strengthen  their  secon¬ 
dary  schools  In  every  direction. 

Third:  that  all  Baptist  boys  and  girls  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  attend  Baptist  colleges  and  other 
educational  Institutions. 

Fourth:  that  a  Baptist  university  of  highest 
standard  at  Washington,  or  elsewhere,  be  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  where 
the  Baptist  boys  and  girts  from  the  secondary 
schools  and  colleges  of  the  various  states  can 
finish  off  their  education. 

If  the  pub'fc  school  system  of  this  country 
Is  to  be  controlled  and  directed  by  those  teach 
Ing  Atheism  or  by  those  who  shut  out  the  Infal- 
llb'e  word  of  Ood,  It  Is  time  for  Baptists  to  look 
after  their  own  Interests.

He  la  also  a  graduate  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Seminary.  Ha  was  prominent  In  war 
work,  having  aerved  In  places  of  honor  and 
trust.  The  recommendations  which  have  come 
to  ua  without  his  knowledge  or  effort,  have 
been  of  the  highest  order.  We  had  the  facta 
before  he  knew  that  he  was  being  considered. 
H  Is  said  to  be  one  of  the  best  men  among 
boys  that  can  be  found.  He  appeals  to  them. 
They  believe  In  him;  from  a  physical,  an  In 
tsllectual,  spiritual,  and  a  social  standpoint; 
be  la  In  every  way  fitted  for  this  important 

work.  ... 

This  la  a  new  phase  of  our  State  Mission 
work.  It  should  have  begun  long  ago.  There 
I.  no  more  important  field  of  work  In  the  state. 
Think  fo  five  hundred  Baptist  boys  in  one 
school!  Think  where  they  come  from— practi¬ 
cally  all  of  them  have  been  trained  to  do  man¬ 
ual  labor.  They  have  the  mettle  in  them.  Many 
of  them  are  to  become  our  leaders.  They  will 
carry  back  to  the  remotest  sections  of  the 
state  the  Impressions  which  they  receive  while 
In  college.  If  caused  to  see  their  relation  to 
Christianity  and  to  their  denomination,  they 
will  become  a  source  of  mighty  and  construc¬ 
tive  power.  The  man  who  touches  these  boys 
will  touch  hundreds  of  Baptist  homes. 

Now  from  the  parents  of  these  boys  we  hope 
to  have  the  heartiest  co-operation.  You  can  by 
encouraging  your  boy,  make  It  easy  for  Dr. 
Turner  to  win  and  to  lead  him.  Ha  can  be 
trained  in  Christian  service;  this  will  cause 
him  to  be  Interested  In  your  church,  in  your  de¬ 
nomination,  and  In  the  cause  of  Christ,  when 
he  shall  hava  completed  his  college  course.

THE  BUDGET  AND  VfmftnjS*  ' 

While  we  are  teaching  onr  people  to;  tithe, 
we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fundamental  rela¬ 
tion  of  th#  tithe  to  church  finance#,  or  to  th*  fi¬ 
nancing  of  the  kingdom.  « 

When  you  ask  your  poople  to  tithe,  several 
propositions  at  once  present  themseWes  First, 
they  must  know  the  causes  to  which  ths  tithe 
is  to  be  distributed.  Secondly,  they  must  know 
must  have  a  system  that  will  place  the  money 
where  It  ia  needed  a*  aoon  aa  possible  after  It  Is 
paid  ovar. 

If  the  church  provide*  for  the  meeting  of  these 
necessary  conditloni  to  Intelligent  tithing,  ta-i 
It  can  call  upon  It*  member#  to  "Bring  ye  the 
whole  tithe  Into  the  atore-houae  that  there  may 
be  food  In  my  honaa”.  and  can  assure  every  tlth- 
er  that  the  money  will  be  placed  where  it  1.  need 
•d  the  moat  and  according  to  the  most  equitable 
ratio  qf  distribution  as  among  the  various  ob 
loots.  1 

When  the  church  goes  on  the  budget  plan  these 
conditions  are  met.  and  they  cannot  be  met  In 
any  other  way.  It  la  the  obligation  of  the  church 
to  provide  for  administering  the  tithe  of  its 
members.  No  Individual  Is  competent  to  distri¬ 
bute  his  tithe:  that  1*  the  function  of  the  church 
Unlesa  the  church  assumes  this  responsibility,  by 
making  up  and  adopting  a  comprehensive  budget 
annually.  Ita  tithing  member*  will  become  dis¬ 
couraged  and  fa’l  away  fram  the  practice. 

The  tithing  campaign  has  come  on  lost  *t  the 
time  when  the  churchei  should  be  considering 
the  renewing  of  their  annual  budgets,  and  I 
want  to  plead  with  the  pastor*  and  church  lead 
er*  to  provide  these  new  tlthers  with  the  proper 
sort  of  church  financial  plan.  The  budget  plan 
ia  th*  only  plan  that  will  meet  the  conditions.

So  tar,  so  good.  Highly  as  we  esteem  Dr.  Rice, 
I  we  are  not  willing  for  him  to  teach  such  error 
f  as  hls  book  contains  concerning  the  Bible  to  the 
coming  ministry  of  our  church.  Dr.  Rice  Is  very 
much  r  led  by  the  criticisms  of  hls  book.  It  is 
fair  to  let  him  speak  for  himself.  As  quoted  ln 
^  The  Central  iMethodlst,  of  October  20,  he  says: 

‘T  am  charged  with  being  a  ’German  ration- 
^■llst  ’  with  being  ‘worse  tVian  Neltzche,’  ‘A  des- 
1 tractive  higher  critic’,  ‘a  Darwinian  evolution- 
.'st’.  -with  holding  the  Old  Testament  to  be  but 
\  a  conglomeration  of  myths,  legends  and  fairy 
tales;  with  making  Moses  only  a  great  magician 
and  the  prophets  roving  dervishes;  with  denying 
that  the  Bible  Is  a  sufficient  guide  and  standard 
In  matters  of  faith  and  practice;  with  deny  ng 
the  supernatural  and  classing  the  Blbleas  mere 
literature;  with  undermining  the  faith  of  our 
fathers;  with  waging  relentless  war  on  those 
who  differ  with  me;  and  heaven  knows  what 
else.  Each  and  every  one  of  these  charges,  and 
i  every  one  of  the  rest  of  like  character  that  has 
.  passed  under  my  eye,  is  absolutely  and  unequiv¬ 
ocally  false.” 

That  Is  the  natural  resentment  of  a  good 
tnan  toward  what  he  feels  is  serious.  If  not 
ma'lclous.  misrepresentation.

If  he  did  not  feel  and 
4  speak  strongly  under  the  circumstances.  I  have 


"higher  critic”,  and  It  has  been  a  living  and 
wondrous  book  to  me  all  the  time.  Dr.  Rice 
accepts  the  mdern  theory  of  hlblcal  Interpre¬ 
tation,  discusses  the  famous  “documentary" 
theory,  and  all  hls  conclusions  harmon  ze  with 
the  evolutionary  theory  of  history.  Let  us  lo  k 
at  some  specific  -quotations. 

Op  page  SO.  we  read:  ”8aul  raved  among  the 
prophets,  who  were  little  more  than  roving 
derlvlshee”.  Where  Is  there  any  misrepresen¬ 
tation  about  that?  On  page  33  he  expands  the 
statement,  and  says  that  from  Moses  to  Sanuel, 
"the  will  of  God  was  supposed  to  be  learned 
from  wizards,  sorcerers,  necromancers,  sooth¬ 
sayers,  by  lot,  by  the  whisper  of  the  trees,  the 
flight  of  b  rds  the  passing  of  clotW  as  well 
as  other  signs  and  omens."  ; Those  ariy  hls  own 
words.  Are  we  not  to  take 'them  at  their  p’aln 
meaning?  If  we  do,  where  Is  there  any  misrep¬ 
resentation?  Yet  he  ssys  that  when  we  charge 
him  with  making  the  prophets  'only  "roving 
dervishes”,  thy  charge  Is  “abso’utely  and  un¬ 
equivocally  false.”  Yet  there  are  h  s  own  words 
for  It.  And  such  a  view  Is  In  perfect  harmony 
with  the  Higher  Criticism  view  of  (he  prophets. 
Take  another  example. 

On  page  139  of  hls  book,  we  read:  "Moses 
was  a  master  magician,  able  to  command  with 
hls  magic  wand  the  forces  of  nature  like  some 
mystic  giant  ln  fairy  land."  Those  are  hls  own 
words;  yet  he  says  that  the  charge  that  he 
made  Moses  only  a  magician  Is  "absolutely  and 
unequivocally  false."  Unfortunately,  hls  who’s 
treatment  of  iMoses  Is  In  keeping  with  this  idea 
of  h's  character.  He  allows  that  Moses  wrote 


1  am  anxious  not  to  misrepresent  him.  But  hls 
method  of  Interpreting  the  Old  Testament  la 
based  on  the  evolutionary  theory  of  history,  and 
what  he  says  about  Genesis  Is  n  absolute  har¬ 
mony  with  It. 

But  look  at  that  statement  that  the  answers 
given  In  Genesis  to  questions  about  the  orlgn 
of  things  "conflict  directly  with  our  modern 
scientific  conceptions.  We  have  abandoned 
the  effort  to  harmon  se  the  two,  for  to  do  so  Is 
to  Jugle  with  plain  facta.''Isn’t  that  a  remark¬ 
able  statement  for  a  scho'ar  to  make?  The  late 
O  .Frederick  Wright.  D.  D.,  LL.  D..  F  O..  8.  A-, 
Professor  of  the  Harmony  of  Science  and  Reve¬ 
lation.  In  Oberlln  College,  was  a  scholar.  Hls 
books.  "The  Orlgn  and  Antiquity  of  Man”,  and 
"The  Scientific  Confirmations  of  Old  Testament 
History”,  are  regarded  as  authortt  es  la  a'i 
scholarly  circles.  Here  Is  what  Dr.  Wright  says 
about  the  agreement  of  Oenesls  with  modern 
science:  "But  upon  Inspection,  there  appears  In 
this  account.  (Genesis  1)  a  systematic  arrange¬ 
ment  of  creative  facts  which  corresponds  so 
closely  with  the  order  of  creation  as  revealed  by 
modern  science  that  we  cannot  well  regard  It  as 
accidents'”.  I  am  afraid  that  Dr.  Rice  is  not 
"abreast  of  the  times".  Dr.  Francis  H.  Smith, 
of  the  University  of  Virginia,  says:  "The  writer 
of  the  first  chapter  of  Genesis  shows  a  corres¬ 
pondence.  not  with  the  science  of  hls  t  me.  but 
with  that  of  three  thousand  year(  later,  which 
the  accepted  doctrtne  of  probabilities  makes  It 
Impossible  to  attribute  to  a  fortunate  guess." 
Dr.  Wright,  speaking  of  the  testimony  of  the 
great  American  geologist.  Dana,  on  th  s  point, 
says:  '8o  remarkable  Is  this  coordination  be¬ 
tween  the  inferences  of  science  and  the  state¬ 
ments  of  Genesis,  that  they  led  such  a  compe 
tent  and  cautious  geologist  as  Professor  J.  A. 
Dana  to  pronounce  It  utterly  Inexplainable  ex¬ 
cept  on  the  theory  of  the  divine  Insplrat  on  of 
the  author  of  Genesis.”  Yet  Dr.  John  A.  Rice 
says  that  to  atempt  to  reconcile  Genesis  and 
modern  science  Is  to  Juggle  with  plain  facts! 
Come.  come.  "Johnnie,  get  your  hair  cut,  Me- 
Tyere  style!"  Bishop  iMcTyere  had  the  chair 
of  geology  "abol  shed"  In  Vanderbilt  University.

There  are 
gher  critics  and  higher  critics — higher  critics 
Ike  Kuenen  and  Wellhausen.  and  higher  critics 
Ike  George  Adam  Smith  and  Driver  and  A.  B. 
vidson,  who  holds  as  firmly  to  the 
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stroys  the  belief  that  Moses  wrote  Deuteronomy, 
a  belief  as  old  as  the  time  of  Ezra  at  least.  And 
yet  Dr.  Rice  says  that  the  charge  that  he  Is  "a 
destructive  higher  critic”  Is  "absolutely  and 
unequivocally  false”  Take  another  example.

Dr.  Rice  st  cks  to  hls  last,  but  he  has  the 
wrong  last.  He  is  trying  to  fit  the  beautiful 
winged  feet  of  Mercury,  the  messenger  of  the 
gods  tot  he  sandals  of  a  Gat-footed  Troglodyte! 
It  won  t  work.  The  one  Is  adapted  to  tread 
etherlal  highways;  the  other  to  plod  In  the 
Jungle.  Away  with  the  Higher  Criticism  Bible, 
thst  flounders  through  a  realm  of  mythogollcal 
swamp,  and  In  place  of  miracles  gives  us  the 
legends  of  superstition.  Give  us  the  old,  old 
Bible  that  leads  us  along  the  highway  of  his¬ 
tory:  starting  out  from  Eden  In  ths  light  of 
the  Seraphim’s  burning  sword,  which,  while  It 
kept  the  gate^  threw  Us  splendor  far  down 
the  track  of  coming  time;  float  ng  safely  a  crow 
the  flood:  opening  ln  bsantlflc  visions  bsfors 
patriarchs,  whose  regnant  faith  foresaw  the 
"days  of  Christ”,  guided  through  the  wilderness 
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of  sympathy.  They  do  not  need  denunciation  bat 
explanation.  They  ahould  be  treated  aa  tana  seek 
log  truth  and  not  aa  men  eeeking  to  aeetror 
truth;  for  many  of  them  are  noneet  mea.  If  we 
cannot  ahow  them  that  the  Bible  way  m  the 
beat  and  moat  aenalble  way,  we  can  pray  God 
to  give  them  light. 

But  it  ahould  be  aald  that  no  unorthodox  per 
eon  should  be  perm  tted  to  teach  In  a  Baptist 
school  nor  be  a  preacher  of  a  Baptist  church,  nor 
go  out  as  a  Baptist  preacher.  We  have  plenty  of 
competent  teachers  and  preac  hereby  ho  have  gone 
through  all  of  the  mud  and  slime  of  question¬ 
ings  and  doubts  and  come  Into  the  clear  light  Of 
faith,  therefore  we  do  not  hare  to  employ  the 
Immature  to  teach  In  our  schools.  We  must  teach 
the  sciences.  We  must  eren  teach  books  written 
by  infidels,  that  our  studenU  may  know  what  all 
scientists  teach;  but  such  things  must  be  taught 
by  men  who  hare  passed  through  the  skeptical 
period  and  come  Into  the  certainty  of  faith  In 
God  and  His  word,  and  who  are  able  to  show  the 
weaknesses  of  every  theory  spun  by  men  who  do 
not  believe.  If  we  cannot  find  such  men,  then 
we  need  to  be  pitied. 

It  should  also  be  said  that  Baptist  preachers 
who  are  fixed  In  their  faith,  should  study  care- 
fully  and  honestly  the  writings  of  those  scien¬ 
tists  who  discredit  the  word  of  Ood  on  any  point, 
that  they  may  be  able  to  show  that  they  base 
proved  nothing  which  they  assert,  but  haws  ask¬ 
ed  men  to  believe  theories  based  on  a  little  In¬ 
formation  and  much  speculation. 

.  A  statement  In  the  advertisement  of  H.  O. 

-Well's  work,  "The  Outline  of  History”,  gives 
more  clearly  the  style  of  "scientists"  than  any 
statement  that  I  have  ever  seen  before.  The  state¬ 
ment  says.  “Just  part  of  a  skull,  two  molar  teeth 
and  a  thigh  bone!  Pieced  together  they  pro¬ 
pounded  one  of  the  most  perplexing  mysteries  In 
the  study  of  human  ancestry!”  The  writer  then 
says  that  this  was  the  first  man  of  1,00,000 
years  ago,  and  gives  the  picture  of  a  being 
seemingly  between  the  ape  and  man.  Anyone 
who  can  believe  that  one  could  take  "part  of  a 
skull,  two  molar  teeth  and  a  thigh  bone”  and 
make  a  being  like  the  picture  given  without 
drawing  on  his  Imagination,  of  a  cross  between 
a  man  and  an  ape  will  never  be  lost  for  lack 
of  ability  to  be!leve.  Yet  that  la  about  the 
best  that  science  can  do  about  evolution. 

This  la  a  big  queetlon.  Baptlsta  must  be  awake 
nnd  see  to  It  that  their  teachers  and  preachers 
are  sound  In  the  faith.  If  they  would  save  the 
world  from  the  ruin  of  queetlonlng  and  doubt. 
No  man  Is  to  blame  for  teaching  la  a  Baptist 
school  the  subverting  things  called  science.  The 
trustees  are  to  blame  for  that.  Let  the  truetoee 
end  the  presbyterlea  do  their  duty  and  the 
charges  now  going  the  rounds  will  soon  be  sto

ing  and  br  ghtenlng  until  "the  star  rains  1U  fire" 
on  the  manger  of  Bethlehem,  and  the  "song  on 
the  air"  makes  the  melody  of  heavea  on  earth! 
O  how  pitiful  la  the  mutilated,  shrunken,  aad  de. 
vitalised  Bible  of  the  Higher  Criticism  compared 
with  the  grand  old  Book  of  Ood! 

And  to  think  that  a  Metbodlot  Blahop  en¬ 
dorsee  this  modern  substitute  for  the  Book 
Jesus  loved  aund  quoted  as  the  Scriptures  that 
testified  of  him!  'The  views  of  Dr.  Rice's  book 
are  the  views  of  all  blbteal  scholars  today”. 
1  want  to  pause  a  little  on  that  statement 
not  for  long;  for  It  Is  so  absurd  that  it  hardly 
need  refutation.  Yet  It  has  behind  It  the  high 
authority  of  the  office  of  a  Bishop.  Here  are 
some  men  who.  according  to  the  Bishop,  were 
not  blblcal  scholars  becanse  they  did  not  hold 
the  views  of  Dr.  Rice:  among  those  of  a  gen¬ 
eration  ago.  bat  belonging  to  this  modern  age, 
were  Adam  Clarke,  Weecott.

Hroadup  BUnley,  Ellieott;  of  more  recent 
times.  Bruce,  Falrbaln,  Orr,  Fallows,  W.  H. 
Green.  Blseel.  Bayce.  Waller;  not  to  mention 
a  host  more.  The  Idea  of  a  Bishop  saying  that 
Dr.  John  A.  Broadua  was  not  a  scholar  be¬ 
cause  he  did  not  hold  the  Ideas  of  Dr.  Rice's 
book.  1  have  long  ago  learned  not  to  pnt  con¬ 
fidence  In  princes  I  learned  that  from  the  old 
Bible;  I  don’t  know  whether  It  is  In  the  Higher 
Criticism  version  or  not.  I  don’t  take  any  stock

Dr.  Rice 
Is  like  a  circus  rider  who  bestrides  two  horses. 
He  can  do  It.  but  woe  to  the  unskilled  adven¬ 
turer  who  attempta  It:  for  there  la  no  connec¬ 
tion  between  his  premises  and  his  conclusions.

EVOLt  nOXlHT  HAITWT*  AND  HOW  TO 
TRRAT  THKM

One  Is  shocked  many  times  these  days  by  the 
charges  being  made  that  quite  a  number  of  Bap¬ 
tist  preachers  and  a  large  number  of  teachers 
In  Baptist  schools  are  believers  In  and  teachers 
•  of  Modernist  or  Evolutionary  theories  If  theee 
chargee  are  true  something  must  be  done.  Bnch 
a  cond  tlon  will  soon  affeot  the  entire  Baptist 
body,  unlees  It  can  be  corrected.  But  what  can. 
or  should  be  done? 

First.  Is  should  be  said  that  those  who  are 
affected  by  modernist  or  evolutionary  views  need 
to  be  helped.  Somehow  they  have  been  Infected 
and  need  to  be  treated.  Denouncing  them,  or 
condemning  what  they  say.  Is  an  easy  thing  to 
do.  but  It  wilt  not  help  them  nor  stop  them, 
nor  will  It  do  much  toward  correcting  wb»< 
they  say  and  do. 

Could  some  really  competent  orthodox  Bap¬ 
tist  take  up  the  theories  and  assertions  of  the 
modernists,  evolutionists,  or  ratlonlllsbs— an 
are  about  the  same —  and  show  the  fact  clearly 
and  klnd’y  by  the  writings  of  such  theorists 
that  at  best  all  their  theories  and  beliefs  are 
based  upon  deductions  and  suppositions,  or 
woven  out  of  a  little  matter  and  much  imagina¬ 
tion.  It  might  help  some;  especially  If  the  work 
should  be  done  In  the  spirit  of  scholarly.  Chris¬ 
tian  consideration  for  all.  and  not  In  the  spirit 
of  mere  denial  and  denunc’atlon.  It  does  seem 
that  It  could  be  shown  to  any  honest  student 
that  whatever  one  believes  about  the  beginning 


and  creation  must  be  baaed  upon  the  acceptance 
of  somebody’s  statements;  for  It  la  absolutely 
Impossible  to  prove  by  facts  that  things  were 
Just  as  anybody  has  said  they  were.  All  that 
cannot  be  actually  proved  by  the  facts  must 
be  classed  aa  belief,  and  believing  does  not 
make  anything  true.  It  does  seem  that  It  could 
be  shown  to  anybody  that  It  takes  a  thousand 
times  greater  “blind  credulity"  to  believe  that 
somehow  the  worlds  came  Into  being  and  placed 
themselves  as  they  are  by  their  own  effort,  or 
by  some  mere  law,  and  that  somehow  there 
came  Into  existence  a  protoplasm,  which  means 
a  drop  of  tome  kind  of  milky  or  spermy  sub¬ 
stance  and  that  drop  of  someklnd  of  substance 
somehow  became  alive  and  kept  living  wrthout 
care  of  God  or  parent,  and  developed  upward 
and  upward  until  It  became  a  human  being,  than 
Is  does  to  believe  In  an  Infinite  being  called 
Ood.  and  that  He  made  things  as  they  are. 

Admit  God  and  there  la  no  mystery  to  crea¬ 
tion.  Deny  Oed  and  everything  Is  a  mystery. 
We  have  to  admit  that  there  Is  mystery.  The 
belief  that  there  Is  a  great  self-ex  sting  being 
with  Infinite  power  Is  mysterious  beyond  ex¬ 
planation;  yet  we  have  to  admit  that  such  be¬ 
lief  exists.  But  the  belief  that  matter  made  It- 
self,  and  formed  Itself  Into  suns  and  worlds  and 
a’l  that  In  them  a,  and  that  all  living  beings 
on  earth  came  from  one  drop  of  stuff  called 
protoplasm.  Is  a  million  times  more  mysterious; 
yet  we  must  admit  that  some  believe  tfiat,  or 
they  think  they  do. 

We  cannot  afford  to  treat  men  as  insincere. 
We  must  do  unto  others  as  we  would  have  them 
do  unto  ua.  therefore  we  must  believe  that  there 
are  men  who  do  believe  that  man  was  evolved 
from  a  drop  of  sperm,  without  the  exercise  of 
any  Divine  creative  act  or  life-giving  power,  or 
intelligent  womb  in  which  to  be  matured;  and 
we  must  sympathise  with  those  who  so  believe; 
for  they  certainly  need  sympathy.  If  they  be'leve 
In  a  Ood  at  all  may  "mighty  Nature"  pity  that 
god.  Personally,  admitting  an  Infinite  God  I  can 
believe  in  Him  and  rest  though  I  cannot  under¬ 
stand,  but  to  limit  God  to  the  point  of  taking 
from  Him  all  creative  wisdom  and  creative  pow¬ 
er,  or  else  eliminate  Him  from  the  universe  and 
let  blind  nature  take  His  place,  would  wreck 
my  faith  and  leave  me  absolutely  without  hope. 

We  must  admit  that  almost  every  young 
preacher  who  thinks  for  himself  !s  more  or  less 
skeptical  on  some  points.  Nearly  every  student  i 
at  least  tempted  to  question  some  of  the  most 
sacred  teachings  of  the  Bible.  Modernism  U  the 
effort  of  such  questioning  minds  to  combine  fglt 
and  philosophy,  and  to  reconcile  science  and  the 
Scriptures.  All  such  need  to  be  shown  that  the 
8c r  ptures  never  stop  to  explain,  they  simply 
state  things  as  facta.  Men  can  theorise  and  ques¬ 
tion.  or  believe,  or  reject,  but  he  cannot  dis¬ 
prove  what  Is  aald.  For  Instance,  the  Bible  says 
that  Ood  made  man  out  of  the  earth.  It  does  not 
say  how  He  did  It.  but  slmp'y  that  He  did  it  and 
all  the  theorising  on  earth  can't  prove  that  He 
did  not.  One  may  not  believe  It.  but  that  has  no 
effect  upon  the  fart.  If  God  made  man  He  made 
h  m.  To  say  that  He  did  not  puts  the  burden  of 
proof  upon  him  who  says  It,  and  so  far  nobody 
has  been  able  to  disprove  what  the  Scriptures 
say. 

It  la  sad  for  anybody  to  doubt,  but  doubt  will 
come  to  many.  Some  of  us  who  are  now  settled 
and  grounded  in  faith  have  struggled  through 
the  quagmires  of  doubt  until  It  seemed  there  was 
nothing  real,  and  we  dared  not  tell  others  of  our 
doubts  lest  we  should  be  condemned  and  denoun¬ 
ced.  It  does  seem  that  some,  who  have  been 
through  the  blackness  of  such  questionings,  and 
who  know  botb  truth  and  error,  might  be  able 
to  show  the  fact  that  we  have  to  be’leve  some¬ 
thing  about  the  things  we  cannot  demonstrate 
and  that  the  most  sens  ble  things  that  ever  have 
been  said  about  those  things  are  what  is  said 
In  the  Bible.  The  attitude  of  the  orthodox  toward 
the  unorthodox  should  not  be  one  of  censnre  but

Ladles  and  Gentleman 
The  most  Important  problem  be¬ 
fore  the  American  people  today  Is  not 
the  restriction  of  armaments,  lmpor 
taut  as  that  problem  Is,  but  the  re¬ 
ligious  education  of  the  youth.  The 
way  we  handle  this  problem  will  de¬ 
cide  whether  this  country  will  meet 
the  futuse  as  a  Christian  nation  or  lap¬ 
se  Into  paganism. 

I  will  go  a  step  further  and  say 
that  the  fate  of  this  great  nation  de- 

of 


J! 


pends  upon  the  proper  solution 
this  problem,  for  all  history  shows 
that  when  a  nation  forgets  God,  God 
will  forget  that  nation,  and  its  doom 
Is  sealed. 

The  young  are  our  sole  hope  for  the 
future.  Let  us  then  for  a  few  minutes 
consider  some  of  the  Influences  at 
work  In  this  country  that  seriously 
affect  the  religious  education  of  the 
youth. 

In  the  first  place  the  child  often 
I  finds  himself  In  a  family  atmosphere 
that  Is  worldly  If  not  Godless.  The 
father  and  mother  are  absorbed  In  mon 
ey  getting  or  In  the  pleas  roa  of  the 

theatre,  the  card"  table,  the  dance 
lall  or  some  other  form  of  worldll 
ness.  Neither  of  them  has  the  tolme 
ness.  Neither  of  them  has  the  time  nor 
the  Inclination  to  It;  glre  grace  at 
meals  Is  never  said,  family  worship 
Is  unknown,  and  the  church  Is  sel 
dom  If  ever  entered.  They  are  wor 
shippers  of  Mammon  and  not  of  God 
When  the  child  goes  to  public  school 
there  are  put  Into  his  hands  text  books 
on  pllpeophy  which  undermine  his 
simple  faith  and  lay  the  foundation 
for  agnosticism  and  Infidelity.  He 
finds  the  reading  of  the  Infallible  word 
-  of  the  living  God  prohibited.  It  would 
be  well  for  patriotic  Americans  to 
keep  this  In  mind  and  watch  those 
who  have  been  guilty  of  this  Infamy. 
Who  are  they  It  is  the  same  In 
sldlous  Influence  that  for  the  past 
400  years  has  had  exclusive  control 
of  both  secular  and  religious  educa 
tlon  In  Mexico.  Today  86%  of  the 
Mexicans  are  unable  to  read  or  write, 
and  their  religion  Is  little  better  than 
a  superstition? 

The  moving  picture  has  great  pos¬ 
sibilities  of  good,  but  as  at  present 
conducted  It  Is  generally  speaking 
grossly  Immoral  and  Is  therefore  a 
menace  to  the  youth  of  our  nation. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  ser 
lous  charges  against  the  moving 
picture  show: 

'a  1.  It  sets  up  fake  standards  of  Ufa 
2;  It  portrays  lust  and  degrades 
the  marriage  relation. 

8:  It  capitalizes  vice  and  makes 
crime  attractive. 

4:  It  Is  often  blasphemous. 

5:  It  holds  up  religion  to  contempt 
and  ridicule.

In  the  church  the  boy  often  listens 
to  the  preaching  of  a  minister  given 
to  rationalism  and  radical  criticism 

one  who  believes  In  evolution  and  so- 
called  social  uplift-  who  I.  an  an 
Imated  question  mark  casting  doubt 
upon  all  the  fundamental  truths  of  the 
Christian  religion.  He  Is  a  follower  of 
Darwin,  Huxley,  Herbert  Spencer  and 
Tyndall,  but  not  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Even  th  i  teachers  and  the  literature 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  are  found  Im¬ 
pregnated  with  evolution  and  radical 
criticism. 

When  a  boy  goes  to  college  or  to 
university,  he  finds  his  scientific  text 
books  antagonistic  to  Christianity;  and 
a  subtle  Infidelity  being  taught  in  all 
state  universities  In  most  private 
unlverslltles  and  In  not  a  few  Chris¬ 
tian  colleges  and  theological  semi¬ 
naries.  These  schools  are  turning 
thousands  of  America’s  brightest  minds 
to  annostlclsm  and  open  infidelity 
The  boy  finds  also  the  Sorter  Bible, 
which  is  the  product  of  a  learned  Tale 
professor,  who  imagines  that  he  can 
improve  upon  the  apostle  Paul  and 
Matthew.  Mark.  Luke  and  John  and 
other  Inspired  writers. 

I  wish  I  had  time  to  say  something 
about  the  bad  affects  of  the  average 
dally  newsparer  on  the  religious  ed 
ucation  of  the  young.  I  will  only  re¬ 
mark  that  comparatively  few  of  them 
are  fit  to  read.  There  are  some  news¬ 
papers  that  are  true  to  the  highest 
Journalistic  Ideals;  but  then  there  are 
other  printed  sheets  that  are  very 
cesspools,  endangering  the  moral  heal 
th  of  the  nation. 

What  shall  I  say,  a  two,  of  pulic  of¬ 
ficials  and  of  men  and  women  thought 
to  be  respect  I  cable,  who  conspire  to 
nullify  the  18th  amendment  of  the 
constitution.  Do  they  not  know  that 
If  they  cun  set  aside  one  law  they  can 
set  aside  all  law  —  and  then  there 
In  nothing  left  but  anarchy,  such  as 
Russia  has  been  plagued  with.  Dp 
you  think  that  the  youth  of  the  land 
are  In  Ignorance  of  what  is  going  on? 

I  ask  you  also  to  consider  the  effect 
upon  the  religious  education  ef  the 
youth  of  sabbath  desecration  by  gofl 
dubs,  base  ball,  and  football  games 
moving  pictures,  vaudeville  and  thea¬ 
trical  shows  all  In  full  blast. 

Tou  Can  Bee  From  What  1  Have 
Raid  That  The  Streams  Of  Religious 
Education  In  This  Country  Are  Being

Do  you  wonder  then  that  we  are 
having  a  perfect  saturnalia  of  crime 
and  violence  here  In  New  York  and 
elsewhere?

Do  you  wonder  that  the  land  lei  fast 
being  filled  with  agnostics  and  athe¬ 
ists? 

Do  you  wonder,  friends,  that  true 
hearted,  honest  minded,  red-blooded

He  says  plainly  that  It 
must  be  pitched  upon  the  basis  of 
Christianity  If  It  gets  anywhere.  And 
bis  statement  of  the  attitude  of  the 
United  States  Is  fine  and  worthy. 
Here  we  have  another  Baptist  layman 
talking  to  the  world  for  Christ.  We 
quote: 

"Oentlemen  of  the  conference,  the 
United  8tates  welcomes  you  with  un¬ 
selfish  handa  We  harbor  no  fears; 
we  contemplate  nor  apprehend  no  con¬ 
quest  Content  with  what  we  have. 
We  seek  nothing  which  Is  another’s 


We  only  wish  to  do  with  you  that  finer, 
nobler  thing  which  no  nation  ran  do 
alone. 

"We  wish  tc  sit  with  you  at  the  table 
of  International  understanding  and 
good  will.  In  good  conscience  we  are 
eager  to  meet  you  frankly,  and  Invite 
and  offer  co-ope-at  on.  The  world  de¬ 
mands  a  sober  contemplation  of  the 
existing  order  and  the  realization 
that  there  can  be  no  cure  without 
sacrifice,  not  b"  one  of  us,  but  by  all 
of  us. 

United  States.  One  hundred  millions 
frankly  want  less  of  armament  and 
none  of  war.  Wholly  free  from  guile, 
sure  In  our  own  minds  that  we  harbor 
no;  unworthy  designs,  we  accredit  the 
world  with  the  same  good  Intent.  So 
I  welcome  you,  not  alone  In  good  will 
and  high  purpose,  but  with  high  faith." 


Secretary  Hughes  Challenges  The 
Conference  Wifh  The  Definite  Pro¬ 
posal  Of  Holiday  In  Naval  Arma¬ 
ments 


It  was  a  great  thing  that  this  Bap¬ 
tist  layman  did  on  the  opening  day 
of  the  Conference.  He  pitched  the 
Conference  to  a  high  note  at  the 
opening  session  and  guaranteed  that 
whatever  may  be  the  final  results  the 
United  States  has  taken  a  Christian 
stand.  We  quote  two  paragraphs  from 
Secretary  Hughe*'  statement : 

,'We  cannot  longer  content  ourselves 
with  visions,  with  statistics,  with  re¬ 
ports,  with  the  circumlocution  of  In¬ 
quiry.  The  essential  facts  are  suf¬ 
ficiently  known,.  The  time  has  come 
and  this  conference  has  been  called, 
not  for  general  resolutions  or  mutual 
advice,  but  for  action.  We  meet  with 
-full  understanding  that  aspirations  of 
manklnj  are  not  to  be  defeated  either 
by  plaudble  suggestions  of  postpone¬ 
ment  or  by  Impracticable  counsels  of 
perfection,  power  and  responsibility 
are  here  and  the  worM  awaits  a  prac¬ 
ticable  program  which  shall  at  once  be 
put  Into  execution. 

'I  am  happy  to  say  that  I  am  at 
liberty  to  go  beyond  these  general  pro¬ 
positions  and,  on  hehslf  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  delegation  acting  under  the  In¬ 
structions  of  the  President,  to  submit 
to  you  a  concrete  proposition  for  an 
agreement  for  the  limitation  of  naval 
armament." 

We  further  quote  Mr.  Hughes  by 
riving  his  proposed  method  of  lim¬ 
itation  of  naval  armament 

“1.  That  a  holiday  In  con¬ 

struction  of  capital  ships  for  the  next 
ten  years  be  declared  by  the  powers. 

"2.  That  all  capital  cider  ship  build¬ 
ing  programs  be  abandoned. 

3.  That  certain  older  ship*  be 
scrapped. 

4.  That  general  regard  should  be 
paid  for  existing  naval  strength. 

“8.  That  capital  ship  tonnage,  not 
numbers  of  vessels,  be  the  basis  for 
limitation.”

It  you  indict 
punishment  on  any  other  animal  he 
quickly  learns-  the  lesson.” 

"Disarmament  is  the  only  road  to 
safety  for  the  human  race,”  he  con¬ 
tinued.  'Suspicions,  fears,  misun¬ 
derstandings,  even  quarrels  are  In 
evitable  among  nations  as  among  in¬ 
dividuals.  If  a  deadly  weapon  is  han 
dy  one  day  they  will  strike. 

"The  American  conference  has  the 
future  of  civilization  In  its  charge 
Therefore.  I  earnestly  pray  for  Its 
success.”
